THE ROADBLOCK 

* 

The use of a roadblock by provincial police to stop 
a speeding driver on the Queen Elizabeth highway has 
prompted strong opinions from citizens. The provincial 
police commissioner has ordered an investigation into 
the incident which resulted in the death of two occu- 
pants of the car which crashed into the roadblock. 

All the facts are not clear. That the driver of the 
speeding automobile knew police were trying to warn • 
him, it is not known. The police cruiser was giving 
chase and unable to overtake the car, radioed ahead for 
a roadblock. Police ahead took charge of a tractor 
trailer transport and parked it across the highway. It 
was reported that the speeding car crashed into the 
truck at a rate of 100 miles per hour. 

It would seem that a truck parked across a high- 
way at night would be a threat not only to the speeding 
car, but to other traffic, no matter how well marked 
it was. Another vehicle could have smashed into the 
block, possibly a bus carrying dozens of persons. A 
few months ago there was a tragic accident on the Barrie 
highway when a bus hit a parked truck. 

On the other hand, the speeding auto was a threat 
to the safety of other travellers and should have been 
stopped. It could have crashed into other vehicles at 
crossings and endangered lives in other ways. Police 
felt it was their duty to stop the car and had to make 
a decision quickly. It is not 1 i k e 1 y that the officer 
thought there would be an accident. 

General opinion is against the roadblock. It would 
seem that the use of flares and other signals would have 
been adequate to stop a speeding driver who had com- 
mitted no other crime. 



BUSINESSMEN TOGETHER 

* 

An encouraging meeting of businessmen was held 
at the Agricultural board rooms on Tuesday night when 
a committee was set up to look after the annual Santa 
Glaus parade and decorating the town for festive occa- 
sions. The spirit of the meeting gave the impression 
of harmony and co-operation. 

There were 35 present, a number of whom were 
regular trade fair exhibitors. Others, interested in 
community welfare, were on hand to discuss affairs 
of Main St. First the trade fair committee was elected 
and routine business was settled quickly. The meeting 
moved on to the election of the Santa Claus parade 
committee of seven persons* 

There were suggestions that the parade committee 
take in a larger field, including business hours, indus- 
trial relations and the hiring of a part time secretary 
but most of the attending businessmen felt that it would 
be better for a larger organization to tackle this wider 
field. The chairman expressed his opinion that New- 
market may well be on the way to the formation of a 
board of trade. The parade committee set up this week 
could become a part of the larger organization, he said. 

This meeting has been a most encouraging event. 
There seems to be a growing enthusiasm about com- 
munity matters. Merchants arc anxious to hear how 
the Main St. project will affect them. They want to 
know the policy on the intended width of roads and 
sidewalks. There were suggestions that a community 
organization could worK with the town council and hire 
a secretary to look after community business concerning 
the welfare of the town and be of value in relations with 
new industries. Indications are that the time is ripe 
for a board of trade. 

Tho businessmen were right in not trying to form 
a !>oard of trade on Tuesday night. Attempts to force 
the formation of such an organization could cause its 
failure, A board of trade will come gradually but it 
is bound to come. The meeting of 35 people was not a 
large enough representation but it is hoped that a future 
meeting will bring out more of the townspeople* 

There are opinions that a board of trade or chamber 
of commerce has no specific project for Newmarket or 
challenge to interest the merchants. Qn the other hand 
some feel it is possible that merchants are too busy to 
give their time for projects involving woyk outside their 
own businesses. It appears now that businessmen 
realize that they must take part in community affairs. 
It Is important to them as individuals and the town as 
a -whole. There may be no specific instances where 
action needs to ho taken at the present time Some 
people say there is nothing sufficiently wrong with 
Newmarket tr^ warrant a board of trade. But there 
will be tiroes when we will need a public spirited body 
to boost the community* 
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FLOOD CAMPAIGN 

The community has made an impressive response 
to the Flood Relief campaign. Nearly every active or- 
ganization in Newmarket which has ever raised a penny 
for a good cause, has made or is planning to make an 
effort for the fund.

Recent Canadian census figures when analysed 
show that the adherents of Canada's ten largest religious 
denominations make up 96 percent of the country's 
population. The four percent takes care of the mem- 
bers of very small religious groups and those who pro- 
fess no religion at all. 

This shows Canada as a predominantly Christian 
country and it is a great factor ill bur social and politi- 
cal life that cannot be ignored, comments the Simcoe 
Reformer. Regrettably it is quite tine that with a large 
number of these Canadians, their adherence to Christian- 
ity is a fragile thread. Nevertheless, it is a link, sur- 
viving from childhood association perhaps, and they 
are better off. 

Active church members, the men and women who 
concern themselves with congregational and denomina- 
tional affairs, are the hard centre of Christianity, but 
there is hope and encouragement that when people 
stand up to be counted, as in our recent census, they 
.do not deny their Christian belief, even though many 
years have passed since they had any active church or 
other religious association. Perhaps the assumed in- 
difference that many people carry towards religions is 
not truly representative of their innermost feelings and 
for this reason the religious census taken in many locali- 
ties by Ministerial Associations are most commendable. 

It will be an opportunity for those who did not 
deny Christianity when they were counted, to re-affirm 
their belief and faith in their Christian calling* It will 
bo an invitation to again associate themselves actively 
with the church of their choice. 



CANADA'S NO. I PROBLEM 

Shortage of peopfe may well become Canada's No. 
1 problem, President Irving P. Rexford told Crown 
Trust Co. shareholders at the annual meeting last week. 
An editorial in the Financial Post tells how Mi\ Rexford 
mustered some most convincing arguments for the 
broadest kind of immigration policy; 

Canada, he pointed out, was one of tho world's 
greatest producers ot b a s o metals, newsprint, wood 
pulp, and wheat and it would soon become one of the 
world's largest suppliers of iron ore. We occupy a 
territory larger than tho United States with less than 
a tenth of the U.S. population. We have ample equip- 
ment in tho form of government and other overhead to 
lake care of a population several times our present size. 

To those shortsighted standpatters who protend to 
fear that immigration would take away jobs from 
native Canadians Mr. Uexford counters with this: "With 
a larger population, composed of people willing and an- 
xious to work, we could do more processing in Canada 
of our natural products, export fewer raw materials and 
moro manufactured goods, Too m any of Canada's 
preaont raw materials are shipped abroad, fabricated 
there, imported back into Canada and sold to Canadians 
at high prices." We could, argues Mr. Rexford, do much 
mono processing and manufacturing right hove. 

There is no question •• about that. For proof wo 
need only look back at the anurcing development in 
Canada of tho last fivo years. Substantial immigration 
in that period, nearly a million people, sinco the end 
of tho war, has permitted us to process antf manufac- 
ture in this country products we formerly hud to im- 
port from other countries, ■ : g 

Oil is ono example, iron ore is another, while in 
manufactured products there are literally thousands of 
lines now boing turned out In quantity for the first time 

in our history. 

More people have meant more jobs, not fewer, moro 

opportunities, mere stability. Moro people also mean 

more citizens to share the overhead and to participate 

in tho defense of this vast sprawling area we call Canada.

"It says that wheroaoever-to- 

for our local editor would pub- 
licize the farmer as much as 
the big city dailies sensation- 
alize the news. It would be a 
good thing. Carried." 

The boss said that, well now, 
he was interested in the lot of 
the farmer and that he felt that 
he was doing as much as he 
could. He said he just dida't 
know what more he could do. 

"Yak, yak. What a general- 
ization that one was," Slim 
guffawed in the background. 

In spite of Slim's presence, 
the boss and the farmer left on 
the best of terms and both 
agreed that the farmer was cer- 
tainly not getting a big haul 
out of high food prices and that 
the consumer^ dollar was go- 
ing somewhere but who knew 
where?

"Cain't see what youVe got 
to kick about," said Slim, be- 
fore the boss could open his 
mouth, "All you do is work 
eight hours o day and you have 
exactly nothin* to worry about 
You get yor raise when the cost 
of mm* goes up/' 

"Look here. You have no 
idea how expensive it is to keep 
a home going, feed all the f am- 
iiy and everything." 

"Vcr family probably eats 
too much. Tell 'em to cut 

down on their consumption and 

save a little money. Yer stand- 
ard of Uvin' is probably too 
high," Slim said. "Ver lucky 

compared to the poor c4e* far- 
mer." 

While the boss was threa- 
ding off his fingernails, the 
consumer continued by saying 
that the farmer" was always 
"hollering" that he wasn't get- 
ting his fair share of tbe prices 
and wanted protection and that 
why should he get protection 
when the consumer wasn't 

The boss said that he had a 
point and that he too certainly 
knew how costly it was to run a 
home but that farmers work 
from dawn until after dark for 
their living and that they didn't 
rake in the big part of the con- 
sumers dollar. 

The consumer departed 
somewhat more satisfied, in 
spite of Slim. The boss came 
back into the editorial room 
with fire in his eyes and littla 
olroplets on bis forehead. Ther* 
was a brief chase through th* 
building and Slim fled out the 
back door, guffawing. 
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We had a fire inspection on 
the farm the other day, an ad- 
mirable service on the part of 
the insurance company which 
proposes to do this service 
every three years or so. As 
we showed the engineer around 
from house to house and barn 
to barn, we felt that here is 
a service which should be 
available to every farmer, be- 
cause the cost of such service 
would be well repaid by added 
safety and reduced fire losses. 

Some of the barns were wir- 
ed just a few years ago and 
yet we were amazed to see the 
amount of damage that stable 
air will do to wiring and es- 
pecially in places where the 
cold air near a door causes ex- 
cessive condensation. 

As we went along it was 
quickly pointed out to us what 
heating cords will do and how 
barn lights and heat lamps will 
heat up cords and how dan- 
gerous a hot plate can be. We 
were given quite a lecture on 
the effectiveness of different 
types of fire extinguishers on 
how dangerous dust settling on 
motors can be and how im- 
portant the right size fuse 
could be in preventing fires. 

Here is a task that should be 
sponsored by some local group 
as a matter of service to the 
farming community, since it is 
obvious -that the local trades- 
men and merchants would bo 
the fir^t to benefit from any 
replacement that the farmer 
has to make and because a gen- 
eral fire safety would be a 
benefit to tho whole commun- 
ity. 

A great deal is said at one 
time or another about the re* 
lotions between country and 
town and every once in a while 
some organization comes for- 
ward looking for ways and 
means to improve relations, 
We cannot think of any better 
way of establishing good rela- 
tions between the town and tho 
surrounding area than by spon- 



soring some sort of fire inspec- 
tion service. 

Most farms have installed 
hydro within the last 10 or 
15 years. Those wired Just be- 
fore the war have withstood 
now 10 years or more pretty 
rugged service. In most cases 
the load carried has been in- 
creased as electricity gained a 
wider use. 

We strongly suspect that a 
few dollars spent on doing a 
small repair job would be 
money well spent and might 
well prevent a disaster. We 
also suspect that in some cases, 
it may lead to a reduction of 
insurance rates, saving addi- 
tional expenses. 

Such an inspection service 
by qualified men could be a 
very inexpensive proposition 
if undertaken as a community 
effort. The local fire chief or 
a retired engineer, could make 
the call, if so requested by a 
farmer and we would be sur- 
prised if there weren't a lot of 

requests for such a service. Af- 
ter the inspection is made, a 
brief report could be made by 
filling out a mimeographed 
questionnaire. 

From then on it would be ths 
individual farmer's job to make 
the necessary changes if ha 
wished to do so or disregard 
the suggestions > at his own dis- 
cretion. After all, this Is a 
free country and if the man 
wants to live unsafely, that Is 
his look-out. Such a service 

could be sponsored easily by a 
group of insurance men, hard- 
ware merchants and elec- 
tricians. 

We are sure that it would be 
profitable to both the sponsors 
and the people to whom the 
service is available. If the re- 
ports were kept confidential 
between the inspector and the 
man who requested' the service, 
nobody could be accused of 
trying to get ahead of his com* 
pet it or, 
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Folks are so curious! Imagine 
people asking <( Who is The Pul- 
piteer?" Quite a number have 
said to the writer of this column, 
"I>o you know who the Pulpiteer 
is?" and I have had to say some- 
thing like this, "Well, perhaps 1 
do and is he ever a hard fellow 
to get to know," and have passed 
it off as a joke. 

I can't understand why folks 
must be always wanting to know 
other people's secrets. If we 
wanted the world to know the 
identity of The Pulpiteer we 
would have put the writer's pro- 
per name at the end of the col- 
umn. I won't tell his name but 
I will tell you something about 
him. Listen carefully. 

The Pulpiteer was born some 
forty-plus years ago in Toronto.

Someone stepped out of 
the circle and spoke to him about 
the love of God, as found in 
Jesus. That night in the year 
J 024 the writer of this column 
passed from death unto life and 
ever since has been declaring 
the Gospel of saving Grace.

"Once I was foolish and sin rul- 
ed my heart, 

Causing my footsteps from God 
to depart; 

Sin had alarmed me, fearing 

God's face, 
But now I'm a sinner saved by 

Grace. 

"Suffer a sinner whose heart 

overflows, 
Loving his Saviour to tell what 

he knows, 
Once more to tell it would I cm- 
brace; 

I'm only a sinner saved by Grace. 

Sorry! That Is all I can tell 
you as to the identity of the Pul- 
piteer, Just go on reading the 
column and may God bless it to 
you, every one, is my prayer.

Sugar beet growers in Canada 
now are producing enough raw 
material to supply roughly one- 
quarter of Canada's sugar needs. 
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The Editor: I read with inter- 
est, the editorials and articles 
appearing on the editorial page 
of our local paper and the read- 
ing of that pdge this week 
prompts this letter. 

In your editorial -Essential to 
Economy" you make reference 
to the article by "Dairy Farmer^ 
and indicate that you agree with 
him. There are comments in his 
article with which I do not agree 
and one in particular that I do 
not understand- He says he 
hopes provincial legislators will 
take a long look at the situation 
and consider it in the light of 
what their decision will mean to 
generations of farmers to come. 

What about workers and con- 
sumers who are not farmers? 
Does he ask dictatorial legisla- 
tion, to prevent groups who are 
not ' farmers, from b avim* no 

choice but to pay a high price 

for a non-superior spread for 
their bread? Does he want leg- 
islation passed compelling us to 
buy imported butter rather than 
a product made in Canada? This 
would be the case because at 
present the Canadian farmer 
does not produce enough butter 
for Canadian consumption. Fur- 
thermore, he says, "Are we to be 
sacrifice for 10 cents a pound?" 
If he is referring to butter ver- 
sus margarine I would like to 
know where we can buy butter 
for 45 cents a pound! Not that I 
would buy it if it were for I, like 
many more I know, would not 
buy butter instead of margarine 
at the same price. 

I also read the Family Herald 
and Weekly Star, which lately 
has carried a number of letters 
on this same subject and I would 
like to take several paragraphs 
from two of these letters, from 
dairy farmers, to show that it is 
not only town folk who think 
as I do. One writer says in ref- 
erence to the dairy people, "I re- 
fer to the constant complaints 
about their unfair competition 
from vegetable oils, margarine, 
butter substitutes, etc. They 
have become chronic kickers 
and very unreasonable." 

He goes on to say, ,l The Can- 
adian consumer should have the 
same right to buy margarine as 
the farmer to buy organges or 
cotton overalls. If such organiz- 
ations really believed in the far- 



mers they should be consistent 
and ban cotton to protect the 
sheep industry, oranges to pro- 
tect the apple growers and vege- 
table shortening to protect hog 
raisers." 

Another writer says, "It should 
be quite obvious that margarine 
is no threat to the dairying in- 
dustry as long as the Canadian 
government has to import mil- 
lions of pounds of butter every 
year to supply the demands of 
Canada. The real danger in 
Canada is the lack of enterprise 
of the farmers themselves. Far- 
mers in Australia, New Zealand, 
Denmark and other countries 
are putting the Canadian farmer 
to shame by selling butter in 

Canada that should be produced 
in Canada! 

These and many more like 

statements are from dairy far- 
mers themselves!

Since we I^st mentioned the subject of providing 
floodlights for the town park, the committee sponsor- 
ing the proposal has certainly left no moss growing 
under its feet.

A regular meeting of the town council was held on 
Monday night, Feb. 16. Mayor Rose presided and all 

members were present. Highlights of the meeting were 
a decision to make a town donation of §200 to the Over- 
seas Flood Relief Fund and the resignation of E. H. 
Clarke from the planning board. 



COURTESY AWARDS 

Recently wc were writing on the subject of cour 
tesy and good manners. The opinion was expressed 
that generally speaking Aurora was a town of good 
manners and we instanced the consideration shown at 
the post office, in the stores and on the streets, as proof 
of our contention. We were writing on tho adage that

The other day Mr. Frank Haylett, the new and 
genial manager of the Royal theatre in Aurora, called 
at our office lo explain to us a system of staff "Cour- 
esy Awards" which the Odcon Theatres Ltd. of Canada 
has in operation throughout its circuit.

Mayor Rose said he resented 
the suggestion contained in the 
letter that council had deprived 
the planning board of Mr. Mills" 
services. The mayor said it was 
Mr. Mills' own action in resigning 
that had deprived the board of 
his services. 

On a show of hands on the 
motion that Mr. Clarke's resigna- 
tion be accepted, reeve Cook and 
councillors Davis and deputy- 
reeve Murray voted against the 
motion. Those voting in favor of 
the resignation being accepted 
were: councillors Davidson, 
Jones, Murray and Moffat. The 
mayor declared the motion car- 
ried. 

Reports 

Among reports submitted, 
councillor Moffat reviewed the 
work of the by-laws committee, 
of which she is chairman, indicat- 
ing that considerable time in 
studying detail had been given to 
a number of by-laws to be intro- 
duced at an early date. 

Mayor Rose complimented Mrs. 
Moffat on the preliminary re- 
port, saying tliat in his experience 
of council it was the first time 
that such a report had been pre- 
sented. 

Councillor King, chairman of 
the finance committee, submitted 
a report recommending that 
street lighting be improved by 
the installation of mercury-vapor 
lights, as suggested by the hydro 
superintendent, Mr. Copland, on 
his recent attendance at council. 
The recommendation was approv- 
ed, other contingent questions, 
such as the c.,:< .i' the installation 
of the equipment and whether the 
town or thfi hydro commission 
shall lMHtor % to be resolved in 
further meetings. 
TV Interference 

Arising out of the recommen- 
dation to install mercury-vapor 
street lighting, deputy-reeve Mur- 
ray said it had been claimed that 
it had a bad effect on TV sets, 
and wondered if that were so. 

Councillor Moffat said that in 
her experience, no bad effects 



said he would regard it as an 
honor and a challenge to serve 
on the planning board. He be- 
lieved in planning but added that 
there were various kinds of plan- 
ning. 

Council unanimously approved 
the appointment of Mr. Richard- 
son. 
Lome Lee Appointed 

Following the appointment of 
Mr. J. Ardiil for a one-year term 
on the planning board (to com- 
plete the unfinished term caused 
by the resignation of Mr. Mills), 
councillor King moved and coun- 
cillor Davis seconded the appoint- 
ment of the town solicitor, Mr* 
Lome Lee, to the planning board 
for a three-year term. 

Reeve Cook questioned the wis- 
dom of appointing the town soli- 
citor to the board, since he was 
their legal adviser on all town 
matters. When councillor King 
said he thought it was good to 
have a lawyer on the board, 
Reeve Cook said he thought the 
idea was a good one. 

Councillor D. J. Murray strong- 
ly opposed the appointment of 
Mr. Lee on the grounds that as 
he was their legal adviser, he was 
adviser on the work of nil their 
boards. The town solicitor's po- 
sition should be an impartial one, 
giving legal advice on all town 
questions, he said. 

Deputy-reeve Murray said al- 
though he didn't want to see Mr. 
Lee on the planning board, it 
might be a good thing to put him 
there to see if time could be saved 
when planning board questions. 
came before council. The motion 
for Mr. Lee's appointment was 

carried. 

Insurance Protection? 

On the question of a recent 
accident to a citizen who fell and 
fractured a limb on an icy side- 
walk and who was unable to 
claim town compensation the 
mayor said he felt very critical 
of the town's non-liability insur- 
ance as far as citizens were af- 
feclcd.

SET GOES TO 
KNOX COLLEGE 



An ancient communion set 
may be seen in the library of 
Knox College, Toronto, the gift 
of Eversley Presbyterian church.

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This is the last of ttco articles on the 

life and hockey works of one of the great 

fi'jttrcs of the aome, Captain James T. 

Sutherland, founder of the Hockey Hall 
of Fame. 

Whether the ancient city of Kingston 
was the scene of the first organized hockey 
ever played in Canada, this writer is not prepared to say. 

But there is little doubt but that one of the first organ- 
ized hockey leagues of all time was that which, in 1888, en- 
gaged four teams, in the ancient Limestone City, including 
Queen's University and Royal Military College, a league that 
played its games on an outdoor rink surrounded by a low 
fence, with the spectators seated atop the great banks of snow 
piled around the playing surface. It was after this that 
Queen's University erected one of the earlier indoor rinks 
in Canada. 

The City of Kingston then organized a team called the 
' Fronlenacs in honor of Count Frontcnace, whose name the 
city originally bore. Jim Sutherland was selected to act as 
manager of the team and the records show that the Frontenacs 
wrote some of hockey's brightest pages down the years. Their 
greatest glory came when the juniors won the O.H.A. cham- 
pionship in 1911 and established scoring records that have 
never been even remotely approached. 

Yes, indeed tho*e Frontenacs were a mighty force 41 
years ago. With Jim Sutherland at the helm, they filled 
enemy nets with robber and racked up as many as 32 t;oals 
in one game. Their combination attacks have never been 
surpassed, if equalled, and the greatest of them all was rel- 
iant Allan "Scott*" Davidson, who later deserted professional 
hockey to enlist in the Canadian armed forces of World War 
L, and fave up his life in Flanders Field, 

Jim Sutherland also marched away to war In 1918, the 
year that he became president of the Canadian Amateur Ho- 
ckey Association. He was then In his 46th year, but the will 
to serve was inherited from his Scottish ancestors and noth- 
ing could have deterred him from following that path of duty. 
And he did serve so well that he was recommended for the 
Order of the British Empire. 

Hockey did not seem to be the some in Kingston with 
Jim Sutherland 'stick-handling' against the Germans on the 
Western Front, but it staged a remarkable recovery after he 
returned. Kingston then celebrated in a-championship set- 
ting when the Frontenacs captured the O.H.A. intermediate 
title in 1919, with none other than the mighty Bill Cook, who 
became a star in the Western League and later with New 
* York Rangers, the outstanding star of the series. 

Mr. Sutherland, bavin* planted the seed, now earerly 
awaits that day when the International Hockey Hall of Fame 
will rise In all majesty la Kingston, When this has been ac- 
ccntpmfced it should be written high npon the walls that 
"ante this man who saw and believed, most so the accolade 
for tenacity in f oltowinf a star on which no stm will ever g» 
down,"
